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The IU School of 
Medicine was founded in 
1903 in Bloomington with 
an initial class of 25 
students. In 1908, several 
smaller medical schools 
were united with IU when 
the General Assembly 
mandated that IU would 
assume the responsibility of 
medical education in 
Indiana. 

From 1912 to 1958, the 
students spent the first 
year in Bloomington and 
the remaining three years 
in Indianapolis. The greater 
need for physicians in 
Indiana during the 1960’s 
lead to the establishment of 
the Statewide Medical 
Education System. This 
created regional campuses 
at Purdue and Notre Dame 


in 1968 and four other 
centers in 1973. The first 
year of medical school was 
taught at these centers 
until 1980 when the second 
year was added to each 
campus. In 1981, Fort 
Wayne joined the system 
teaching only first year. 
No matter which campus 
a student was on during 
their first years, the goal of 
the IU medical system has 
always been to produce 
excellent doctors with a 
sound foundation in basic 
sciences and clinical 
medicine. Now, with an 
enrollment of over 1,000 
students each year and the 
second largest medical 
school in the US, IU 
continues to produce 
excellent physcians.

After 1456 days, 2000+ hours of lectures, 10000+ pages of 
notes and $45,000 of debt, the moment finally came for the 
Class of 1992 to officially receive the piece of paper proving 
that medical school was over and a medical career was just 
beginning. 

The Hoosier Dome was the site for commencement. We 
lined up on the floor of the Hoosier Dome attempting to put 
on our hoods and mortars in that “doctorly” way for all who 
had come to watch us graduate. 

The IUPUI ceremony officially marked the introductions 
of the new IU alumni as IU President Tomas Ehrlich con- 
ferred the degrees on the School of Medicine graduates as 
well as on the graduates of 14 other departments. Afterward, 
we marched back behind the curtain to line up, one more 
time, for the Medical School Ceremony to begin.

the messenger of the Gods. The Caduceus is said to have become a 
symbol associated with the medical profession in the 16th century 
when Sir William Butts, physician to King Henry VIII of England, 
adopted the double snake staff as his personal professional coat of 
arms. Since then, it has been adopted as the official symbol of 
several medical organizations, including the U.S. Public Health 
Service and the Army Medical Corps. 


The Staff of Aesculapius is considered to be the true and 
proper medical symbol. This wand bearing a single entwined 
snake is the walking stick which was carried by Aesculapius, the 
divine healer of the Greeks and Romans. The knotty rod is a 
symbol of support for the weak and for renewal of life. The Staff of 
Aesculapius has been adopted as the symbol of medical organiza- 
tions such as the American Medical Association and the Indiana 
University School of Medicine.
